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LEGAL AND OPERATIONAL PROBLEMS 


Motion Picture Soundtracks. 

One of the most significant and far reaching developments of 
the year was the preparation of a proposed regulation on the regis- 
tration of claims to copyright in motion picture soundtracks, including 
music on soundtracks. After two thorough legal studies on different 
aspects of the problem, the Copyright Office decided to abandon its 
former neutral position on the copyright status of soundtracks. The 
proposed regulation would take an affirmative position that a sound 
motion picture is an entity, that copyright in a motion picture extends 
to all copyrightable component parts of the motion picture, including 
those reproduced on the soundtrack, and that the date of publication 
of a motion picture is also the date of publication of any copyrightable 
component parts of the motion picture. Copies of the proposed regulation 


were given to the copyright committees of both the Motion Picture 
Association of America and the National Music Publisher's Association. 


Meetings were held in October before the draft regulation was issued 
and again in April after its issuance between representatives of the 
two Associations and the Copyright Office. Further meetings and 


discussions will undoubtedly take place before a regulation is finally 
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adopted. The main concern of the music and motion picture industries 

is in regard to the effect our new position will have on the validity 

of registrations made under our former practice under which a claim 

was registered in a musical composition as an unpublished work even 

though it was previously on the soundtrack of a published motion picture. 
The regulation as proposed would also provide that where a work, 

such as a musical composition, bears its own separate copyright notice 

on the soundtrack of a published motion picture, it may be registered 

Separately, apart from the motion picture. We have met with an ad hoc 

group from the Library to discuss the nature of the deposit copies when 

such registrations for the musical compositions are made and a draft 

of an Acquisitions Policy Statement For Motion Picture Music has been 

submitted to the Library's Acquisitions Committee for its consideration. 

Under the proposal the "Library will seek to acquire complete copies 


of the musical notation for the score from which the soundtrack is made." 


Sound Recordings 


When the sound recording amendment was enacted in 1971 we 


estimated the annual volume of registrations of claims in sound record- 
ings at 15,000. This figure was not nearly realized as claims in 
approximately half that number had been registered after operating under 
the amendment for a full sixteen months. However, in fiscal 197) the 
volume of receipts increased so that approximately 10,000 registrations 


were made during the past year. All evidence points to the continuation 


of this trend and next year the 15,000 figure will probably be reached. 


This assumes, of course, that the Congress enacts legislation 
to remove the expiration date of January 1, 1975, which is presently in 
the law. Hearings were held in the House of Representatives early in 
June on H.R. 13364 which would remove the expiration date as well as 
increase the criminal penalties for record piracy. Hearings had not been 
held in the Senate at the close of the fiscal year. The indications are 
that the legislation will be enacted although the criminal penalties will 
probably be less than are proposed in the bill. 

The impetus for removing the expiration date and continuing 
copyright protection for sound recordings in the United States was enhanced 
substantially when on November 26, 1973, the United States ratified The 
Convention for the Protection of Producers of Phonograms Against 
Unauthorized Duplication of Their Phonograms. The Convention came into 


force’ with respect to the United States on March 10, 197}. 


Typeface Designs. 

The question of the registrability of original typeface designs 
continued to be presented to us during the fiscal year, and the possi- 
bility of registering such claims is again being actively considered. 

A legal study has been undertaken by one of the Legal Staff attorneys 
with the anticipation that it will be published upon completion. However, 
no registrations for typeface designs will be made before the Copyright 
Office Regulations have been amended. Any proposed changes in the 
Regulations will be widely circulated with ample opportunity for all 


interested parties to comment and their point of view considered before 


ale 


any change is adopted. We anticipate that concentrated efforts will be 
made in this area during the early part of the next fiscal year with some 


definite decisions having been made by the midway point in the year. 


Dual Basis For Renewal Registration. 


Beginning in 1967 we began receiving applications to renew the 
copyright in numerous comic books published in the late 1930's and early 
1940's. In most applications the claimant claimed the right to renew the 
particular issue both as "proprietor of copyright in a composite work" and 
as "proprietor of copyright in a work made for hire." Sometimes these 
bases were given on Separate lines and sometimes they were combined into 
a single statement reading "proprietor of copyright in a composite work 
made for hire." In every case a single application was filed for a par- 
ticular periodical issue alleging both bases of claiming the renewal. 

The Renewal and Assignment Section, following established 
practice, refused to enter dual, contradictory bases of claiming on a 
single application. We offered to enter separate claims, each alleging 
one basis for claiming the renewal. The applicant refused. 

After successive appeals by the applicant's attorney and 
denials by the Examining Division, an impasse was reached. The Copyright 
Office agreed to request an advisory opinion from the Attorney General 
as a possible means of resolving this problem. 

The central question presented to the Attorney General was 
“whether the Register of Copyrights is required, or may refuse, to make 


registration of an application for a copyright renewal in which the 
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applicant asserts that he is entitled to the renewal on two different 
bases that the Register considers contradictory." The opinion of the 
Attorney General was requested in May 1971. Toward the end of the fiscal 
year we learned that the opinion had been written by the Office of Legal 


Counsel, but as the year closed we had not received it. 


ORGANIZATION AND PERSONNEL 


Personnel. 

The Examining Division was fortunate in being able to post and 
£il1l a number of vacancies which existed at the examining level during 
the past fiscal year. The following examiners came on the staff in July 
or August: Linwood H. Bowers, J. Sharon Butler, James M. Hanavan, 
Stephen G. Plichta, Isadore A. Rosen and Paul T. Schmitz. Donna Burke, 
James Lyons and Lester Ledbetter were appointed to copyright technician 
positions in the Arts Section. Later in the year Virginia Giroux, Kevin 
Maricle, Dennis Jeffries, Harry Stonaker and Edward Santora were added 
to the staff of examiners. Dorothy M. Schrader, Assistant Chief of the 
Examining Division, was appointed to the position of General Counsel. 
Miss Schrader succeeds Abe A. Goldman who retired at the end of December. 
We were happy to recognize the fine performances of Elli Riismandel and 
Timothy Sumrall by promoting them to senior copyright examiner positions 
in the Arts and Book Sections, respectively. LaVoice Calhoun was appointed 
Correspondence Unit Supervisor in the Book Section and Gwendolyn Andrews 


became a copyright technician in the Book Section. Naomi Lapin replaced 


abe 


Mantalene Hemphill as Secretary to the Assistant Chief. We were pleased 
this year to announce a number of selections for positions under the 
Affirmative Action Program. Linda Hutterly, correspondence clerk in the 
Renewal and Assignment Section, was promoted to Program Secretary, 
Register's Office. Mantalene Hemphill, Secretary to the Assistant Chief, 
was assigned to the position of Administrative Assistant in the Register's 
Office. Muriel Burdeau, correspondence clerk, Music Section was assigned 
to the position of copyright technician, Music Section. We were sorry 
to lose two professional staff members this year by resignation: David 
Barbour and Barbara Brown. 

We were pleased when five examiners were successful in passing 
bar examinations. Virginia Giroux passed the Rhode Island Bar examination, 
James Hanavan the D.C. Bar, Stephen Plichta the Utah Bar, Isadore Rosen 
and Edward Santora the Maryland Bar. 

It was our privilege to recognize the fine performance of a 
number of the staff by the presentation of special awards. Elizabeth 
Burke, Mildred Henninger and Mary Lyle received quality increases. 
Incentive awards were presented to Thelma Giovannetti, Muriel Burdeau, 
Anthony Harrison, Linda Hutterly, Geneva McGilvery, Linda Ambrose and 
Jacquelyn Darden. It was also our pleasure to recognize those persons 
who have devoted considerable years of service to the Government. Ellen 
E. Gilbert and James E. Allgeyer received Service Award Emblems for 
25 years service and Dorothy M. Schrader, William Froelich, Jacquelyn 
Darden, Margery Mead, and James M, Rocca were awarded Emblems marking 


10 years service. 
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The Division was gratified this year by receiving additional 
Space on the fifth floor. The Music Section moved into this area providing 
them with considerably more room as compared with their former quarters. 
The Arts Section moved into the Music Section space and the fxamining 
Division offices expanded into the space formerly occupied by the Arts 


Section. 


Training. 

The Examining Division continued their efforts to provide 
meaningful training activities for the staff in the way of both in-house 
type training and training offered by the Training Office. The Copyright 
Law Course has proven to be one of the most significant training experi- 
ences engaged in by the Division's professional staff. The course began 
in October with 17 participants and the final class sessions were being 
held as the year concluded. The Examining Division participated in the 
office-wide orientation program that had been suggested by the Copyright 
Office Human Relations Committee. Mr. Glasgow and Miss Schrader conducted 
a series of training seminars for new examiners in the fundamentals of 
copyright examining work in all sections. To provide other interested 
examiners training similar to that offered by the Division Chief and 
his Assistant for new examiners, another series of seminars, these con- 
ducted by the Section Heads, was undertaken in March. Again the emphasis 
was on examining problems in the various sections. 

Numerous members of the staff completed training courses 
offered by the Training Office. Felicia Healy, Bernard Dietz, Anthony 
Harrison and JoEllen Gass completed Management Techniques I. Bernard 


Dietz participated in a three-day seminar "Management Institute for 
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Attorneys," conducted by the Civil Service Commission. Muriel Burdeau 
and Jacquelyn Darden attended the Professional Orientation Series of 
lectures. Linwood Bowers was nominated to take Basic Introduction to 
Computers. 

The need for training in certain foreign languages is becoming 
more and more evident. We have always received great numbers of deposits 
in French and German. Now that the Soviets have joined the U.C.C.it is 
likely we will be receiving more Russian works for registration. With 
the growing Chicano movement many claims are also being presented to us 
in Spanish. We therefore nominated the following people to take train- 
ing in French: Catherine Armstrong, Louis Flacks, David Albee and 
Bernard Dietz. William Froelich took the German language course and 
Rita Aufricht participated in both the German and Spanish courses. 

The clerical staff was also involved in numerous training 
activities. Naomi Lapin was a participant in the course on the preparation 
of Official Travel Documents. Linda Ambrose, Muriel Burdeau, Naomi Lapin, 
Thelma Tindal and Carolyn Miller were given training in Time and Atten- 
dance. Shirley Harris and Verna Sharp took the course in Beginning 
Shorthand, while LeNay Bates sharpened her skills in Shorthand 960. 

Approval was received under the Tuition Support Program to 
enable Jeffrey Lubin to participate in the courses, Public Relations I, 
Corporate Finance I, and Accounting II, Approval was secured for 
Mantalene Hemphill to take Introduction to American Literature, and for 


James M. Rocca to take Developmental Mathematics. 


Professional Activities, 

Dorothy M. Schrader again served as adjunct professor at 
Georgetown University Law Center where she taught the class in Copyright 
Law during the spring semester. Miss Schrader attended a meeting of the 
Government Advisory Committee on International Libraries and Book 
Program. Lewis Flacks accompanied the Register and served as a member 
of the U.S. delegation to the diplomatic conference which met in Brussels 
in May to consider a proposed convention relating to the protection of 
programme-carrying signals transmitted by satellite. Miss Schrader 
also attended a meeting of the subcommittee of a task force on copyright 
problems established by the Commission on Library Sciences at the offices 
of the American Chemical Society. Dorothy P. Keziah participated in a 
panel on the subject of recent developments in the copyright law co- 


sponsored by the American Law Institute and the American Bar Association. 


Mrs. Keziah spoke on the topic, "Operation of the Sound Recording Statute. 
Lewis Flacks spoke at a Council on International Non-Theatrical Events 
(CINE) Symposium on copyright problems pertaining to motion pictures. 

In November Mr. Glasgow spoke on legal problems facing the Examining 
Division to a joint meeting composed of the American Bar Association's 


Copyright Office Affairs Committee and the New York State Bar Copyright 
Committee. In December Mr. Flacks attended the biennial meeting of the 


Intergovernmental Copyright Committee ofthe U.C.C.which was held in Paris. 
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LEGISLATION AND LEGAL RESEARCH 


Copyright Legislation. 


Early in the fiscal year two days of hearings were held before 
the Subcommittee on Patents, Trademarks, and Copyrights of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee on S. 1361, the general copyright law revision bill. 
The issues on which testimony was given included library photocopying; 

a proposal for general educational exemptions; the cable television 
royalty schedule; a proposed exemption for recording religious music for 
authorized broadcasts; and the carriage of sporting events by cable tele- 
vision. Late in the year the bill was reported to the full Senate 
Judiciary Committee who marked it up and ordered it reported out. There 
was no action during the fiscal year on H.R. 8186, the revision bill in 
the House of Representatives. However, in June the House held a hearing 
on H.R. 13364 and several companion bills which would amend title 17 of 
the U.S. Code to remove the expiration date set by Public Law 92-140, 
which authorized the creation of a limited copyright in sound recordings. 
The legislation would also amend the criminal penalties in titles 17 and 
18 of the U.S. Code for piracy and counterfeiting of sound recordings. 
H.R. 2853 proposed the establishment of a collection of television and 
radio programs in the Library of Congress for study and research in the 
Library and on a loan basis and the establishment of centers at non- 
profit libraries, agencies, or organizations for accumulation and circu- 
lation of the collection. H.R. 11488 and S, 1360 would amend title 17 
of the U.S. Code by adding a new section 217 to provide that the receipt 


of material in the Copyright Office within one month after the date on 
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which the Register determines the general disruption or suspension of 
Postal services has terminated, shall be considered timely. S.J. Res. 0, 
& resolution requesting the President to call a White House Conference in 
1976 on Library and Information Services was passed by the Senate. In 


November the House held hearings on several companion resolutions. 


Legal Research 


In addition to performing its regular function of examining 
claims presented for copyright registration the Examining Division con- 
tributed substantially to the legal research that was done in the Copyright 
Office during the year. Early in the year Dorothy M. Schrader was asked 
to prepare comments on H.R. 2853, a bill directing the Librarian to 
establish and maintain a library of television and radio news programs, 
public affairs programs, and other programs dealing with current events. 
Several research assignments grew out of the adherence of the U.S.S.R. to 
the Universal Copyright Convention. Under Miss Schrader's direction the 
Copyright Office prepared three papers for use by an ad hoc governmental 
committee on U.S. - U.S.S.R. copyright relations. Catherine Armstrong 
inquired into the obligation under the U.C.C. to accord national treat- 
ment to publications of a foreign government. Kent Dunlap prepared a 
paper on the status of "government publications" under Soviet law and 
Lewis Flacks analyzed the policy considerations in favor of and against 
the adoption by our Government of the position that U.S. Government 
publications are protected in the U.8.8R, Another question arising from 


discussions with the ad hoc committee concerns whether the Government 


-1)- 


has a right to use copyrighted material under a compulsory license. Late 
in the year Sharon Butler was asked to prepare a paper concerning the 
question. 

The House Subcommittee on Patents, Trademarks and Copyrights, 
which is considering H.R. 8186 for the general revision of the copyright 
law, asked the Register for the Copyright Office views on the bill. 
Detailed comments were prepared under the direction of Miss Schrader. 
Parts of this project were assigned to Harriet Oler, Virginia Giroux, 
and Kent Dunlap. Mrs. Oler also drafted a statement to be sent to 
Chairman Rodino of the House Judiciary Committee commenting on H.R. 14636, 
@ bill to amend section } of title 17 of the U.S. Code to permit the 
copyrighting of recorded performances of musical compositions. The Office 
of Management and Budget requested the Library's views on a model law 
against record piracy proposed by the Justice Department for adoption by 
the states. Mrs. Oler drafted the comments in response. Edward 
Yambrusic analyzed the state statutes that have been enacted to date 
against record piracy. Kent Dunlap prepared a memorandum summarizing 
the status of H.R. 766, a resolution requesting the President to call a 
White House Conference on Library and Information Services in 1976. On 
the tenth anniversary of the Copyright Office decision to register claims 
to copyright in computer programs Mrs. Oler prepared a two-part review 
and analysis of copyright problems and industry practices in this area. 

The ever-troublesome manufacturing clause spawned two legal 
research papers during the year. Edmund C. Bowie inquired into the 


meaning of section 107(b) which exempts a "foreign newspaper or magazine, 
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although containing matter copyrighted in the United States" from the 
general prohibition against importation of any copies which, if manufac- 
tured, have not been produced in accordance with the manufacturing pro- 
visions of section 16. Mr. Yambrusic considered the possible applicability 
of the U.C.C. exemption from the manufacturing requirement to English- 
language works by foreign authors even if first publication takes place 
in the United States. Mr. Bowie also reviewed the continued validity of 
section 202.10(b) of the Copyright Office Regulations in view of the 
Gourt of Customs and Patent Appeals decision in In re Yardley upholding 
the co-existence of a copyright and a design patent in the same work. 
James Allgeyer analyzed the legal problems involved in our present 
renewal practices regarding ad interim works and the effect of the 199 
amendment on these practices. He recommended new guidelines for entry 
of renewal claims in post-1949 ad interim works. 

Two papers prepared by Legal Staff members were published during 
the year and a third has been accepted for publication. Mr. Dunlap's 
article entitled "Copyright Protection for Oral Works" was published in 
the June 1974 issue of the Bulletin of the Copyright Society of the 


U.S.A. Mr. Yambrusic's analysis of the appendices to the draft Model 
African Law was published in International Lawyer, Volume 8, Number 2. 


Mrs. Oler's article entitled "Copyright of Characters" will be published 
in a forthcoming issue of IDEA. Mr. Dunlap completed the first part of 
a three-part study concerning the very difficult but important matter of 
"Contemporary Art Standards and the ‘Writing of an Author' Requirement." 


Mr. Yambrusic completed a paper on the recurring question of the correction 
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of errors in the copyright notice after publication has taken place. 
Stephen Plichta investigated the copyright status of a number of speeches 
written and delivered over Rome radio by Ezra Pound during World War II. 
Since the War copies of the speeches have been made available by 
various Government agencies, including the Library of Congress. 

These completed studies represent perhaps the most significant 
body of research work accomplished in the Division during the year, but 
other brief projects will not be listed. Notably among the latter are 
the analyses of recent court decisions that were prepared by various 
staff members and circulated for general reading and consideration. 

This portion of the Annual Report should not be concluded with- 
out mentioning the continuing work that is being done on the Compendium 
and the reorganization of the Subject File. Mr. Bowie completed drafts 
of Part 2.7 (Class F) and Part 2.10 (Class I). Mr. Dunlap submitted a 
revision of Part 5.23 to reflect a change in practice covering deposit 
in the case of multiple registrations in the same class or in different 
classes. Early in the year Harriet Oler and Kent Dunlap were assigned 
on a4 part-time basis to undertake the monumental task of reorganizing 
the Subject File. They made an excellent beginning at making this 
valuable file into a useful tool. However, realizing the enormity of the 
task, about midway through the year the Register appointed Mrs. Oler the 
Chairman of an ad hoc committee on the Subject File Reorganization. As 
the year closed the committee, through Mrs. Oler, has made some excellent 
recommendations to the Register's Conference which, when implemented, 


will result in a revitalized and on-going Subject File in the Copyright 


Office. 
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JUDICIAL DEVELOPMENTS 


Subject Matter and Scope of Copyright Protection. 


Cases involving tape piracy were prominent during the fiscal 
year. The leading decision in this area was Goldstein v. California, 
12 U.S. 546 (1973) which involved the constitutionality of a California 
criminal statute outlawing tape piracy. The defendants were convicted 
of pirating sound recordings fixed prior to February 15, 1972, which is 
the date federal copyright protection was first extended to such works. 
The defendant argued that the federal copyright act preempted the field, 
and since the sound recordings were not protected under federal law, no 
action could be maintained. In a close 5 to } decision, the Supreme 
Court rejected this argument on the ground that there was no Congressional 
intent to preempt the field in enacting the Copyright Act. 

As to the issue of whether sound recordings fixed after 
February 15, 1972 could also be protected under state law, the Goldstein 
decision was silent. Ultimately, this issue may be decided in a pending 
case in the Fifth Circuit. In International Tape Manufacturers Ass'n v. 
Gerstein, 49) F.2d 25 (5th Cir. 1974), a District Court decision declaring 
a Florida statute unconstitutional was reversed and the case was remanded 
for consideration on the issue of justiciability and the impact of 
Goldstein. 

In addition to criminal prosecutions under state law, there 


were a variety of other remedies which were available to thwart tape 


piracy. In United Artists Records, Inc. v. Eastern Tape Corp., 
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198 S.E. 2d 452 (N.C. Ct. App. 1973), the North Carolina Court of Appeals 
held that tape piracy consituted unfair competition under North Carolina 
law. The Tenth Circuit reversed a District Court in Warner Bros.Records Inc. 
v. R.A. Ridges Distributing Co., 177 U.S.P.Q. 299 (10th Cir. 1973) and 
reinstated a Utah state court decision which had protected sound record- 
ings under a common law copyright theory. A successful criminal 
prosecution against tape pirates for mail fraud was affirmed in United 
States v. Shultz, 482 F.2d 1179 (6th Cir. 1973). The only decision con- 
trary to the trend was Mercury Record Productions v. Econonic Consultants, 
181 U.S.P.Q. 105 (Wis. Cir. Ct. 1974) in which a Wisconsin state court 
dismissed a complaint which sought relief under theories of unfair compe- 
tition and common law copyright. 

A preliminary injunction was sought against a distributor of 
coin-operated magnetic tape duplicating systems in Elektra Records Co. v. 
Gem Electronic Distributors, Inc., 360 F.Supp. 821 (E.D.N.Y. 1973). The 
defendant's "Make-A-Tape" system was distributed throughout music stores 
and enabled the reproduction of full length tape recordings in only two 
minutes. The court rejected the defendant's analogy to a photocopier in 
a public library and issued the injunction. 

In a case important to the Copyright Office, Soptra Fabrics 


Corp. v. Stafford Knitting Mills, Inc., 365 F. Supp. 1199 (S.D.N.Y. 1973), 
rev. 180 U.S.P.Q. 545 (2d Cir. 1974), the Second Circuit implied that 


color patterns may be a copyrightable element under certain circumstances. 
In deciding an infringement issue the trial court had ruled that color 


was not a consideration in applying the "ordinary observer" test. The 
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Gourt of Appeals reversed this position by holding the use of identical 
colors constitutes additional evidence of actual copying. 

In a case involving copyright protection for maps, the District 
Court of Alaska articulated a rather strict test for originality. Declar- 
ing the copyright invalid, the court in Alaska Map Service, Inc. v. 
Roberts, 368 F.Supp. 578 (D. Alas. 1973) declared that merely synthesizing 
a map from previously published sources did not constitute authorship. 
Instead, there must be some actual work of surveying, calculating, or 
investigating in order to satisfy the originality requirement. In 
Newton v. Voris, 36) F.Supp. 562 (D. Ore. 1973) a map was declared copy- 
rightable since it reflected "both the original investigations of the 
Plaintiff and the expression of his creative faculties." 

In Teleprompter Corp. v. Columbia Broadcasting System, Inc., 
LO U.S.L.W. 4323 (U.S. Sup.Ct. 1974) the Supreme Court was again asked to 
resolve a copyright dispute between broadcasters and CATV over the impor- 
tation of distant signals. By a 6 to 3 majority, the Court held that the 
unaltered carrying of broadcast material remained a non-broadcast activity, 
refusing to regard the importation of distant signals as being any 
different from the augmentation of local signals. 

In Williams and Wilkins Company v. United States, 172 U.S.P.Q. 
671, rev. 180 U.S.P.Q. 49, 487 F.2d 1345 (U.S. Ct. Cls. 1973), the issue 
of massive and systematic photocopying of the plaintiff's medical journals 
was presented, ‘The Trial Commissioner held for the plaintiff. The full 
Court of Claims reversed in a 4 to 4 decision and the issue is presently 


on appeal before the Supreme Court. 
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In previous opinions of the New York Attorney General, he had 
Yuled that messages of governors to legislatures, reports of legislative 
committees, and opinions of state courts are in the public domain. In 
Opinion of the New York Attorney General, 180 U.S.P.Q. 431 (1974) the 
Attorney General added codes, rules, and regulations of governmental 
agencies as being within the public domain. Editorial notes and comments, 
On the other hand, were ruled to be proper subject matter for copyright 
protection. 

In In re Yardley, 181 U.S.P.Q. 331 (C.C.P.A. 1974), the Court 
of Customs and Patent Appeals held that copyright protection in a watch 
face of Spiro Agnew did not preclude the issuance of a design patent. 

The Patent Office had refused issuance of the design patent on the ground 
that both design patent protection and copyright protection could not 
cover the same work. The court reversed the Patent Office, holding that 
there was a natural overlapping of subject matter which could be protected 
by either copyright or design patent and that such a fact did not 
necessitate an election between the two forms of protection. 

The idea of placing numerals on each honor card indicating the 
card's value in a "point count system" was deemed not copyrightable in 
Freedman y, Grolier Enterprises, Inc., 179 U.S.P.Q. 476 (S.D.N.¥. 1973). 
The court reasoned that where the idea and its expression are functionally 
inseparable copyright protection may not be extended since it would grant 
the copyright owner a monopoly over the idea, 

Blank forms were held to be uncopyrightable in Time-Saver Check, 


Inc. v. Deluxe Check Printers, Inc., 178 U.S.P.Q. 510 (N.D. Tex. 1975). 
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In a decision quoting heavily from Copyright Office regulations and 
circulars, Judge Mahon failed to find anything in the bank checks pre- 
sented to him which would constitute original authorship. 

Judicial reaction towards protection for fictitious characters 
was mixed during the year. In Booth v. Colgate-Palmolive Co., 179 U.S.P.Q. 
819, (S.D.N.Y. 1973) the Southern District Court of New York refused to 
protect the television character "Hazel" under theories of unfair compe- 
tition and defamation. On the other hand, in DeCosta v Columbia 
Broadcasting System, Inc., Civil Action No. 3130, (U.S.D.Ct. R.I. 1974), 
an unreported decision, the originator of the television character 


"Paladin" prevailed against CBS under a theory of unfair competition. 


Publication. 


In Krahmer v. Luing, 317 A.2d 96 (N.J. Super. Ct. 1974), the 
filing of architectural drawings with the building inspector and the sub- 
Sequent construction of the building did not divest the copyright owners 
of their common law protection. The filing of the plans with the building 
inspector constituted only a limited publication since there was no 


intention to abandon the copyright or dedicate it to the public. 


Notice. 


In a case involving copyright protection for a map, Newton v. 
Voris, 364 F.Supp. 562 (D.Ore, 1973), the defendant argued that the 
plaintiff's copyright had been invalidated due to the publication of a 
subsequent edition which had a postdated notice by one year. The court 
summarily rejected the argument indicating that the mistake had been 


34 nnocent.”" 
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An argument against the validity of the notice was similarly 
unsuccessful in Monograms Models, Inc. v. Industro Motive Corp., 92 F.2d 
1281 (6th Cir. 197)) which involved copyright protection for model air- 
Plane kits. In one of the kits, the notice had been placed on the box 
container and the instruction sheets but not the model itself. Neverthe- 
less, the court affirmed the validity of the notice. 

In Foreign Car Parts, Inc. of New England v. Auto World Inc., 
566 F.Supp. 977 (M.D. Pa. 1973) , a case was presented which was contrary 
to the liberal trend in applying the notice requirements. The work 
consisted of a single page folded three times to form an advertising 
brochure of six pages. The court held that the notice appearing on the 
third page did not meet the statutory requirements for a book notice. 

The validity of a copyright notice on lace came into question 
in Klauber Bros. Inc. v. Westchester Lace Works, Inc., 181 U.S.P.Q. 523 
(S.D.N.Y. 1974). The notice consisted of two gummed labels affixed to 
a spool of lace containing 100 to 500 yards. The court denied a prelimi- 
nary injunction on the ground that such a notice was likely to be found 
insufficient. Moreover, the court added that if the jobbers who handled 
the lace removed the notice, as is frequently common, the copyright would 


be abandoned and no action could be maintained. 


Registration and Recordation 
The Sixth Circuit rejected the argument that model airplane 


kits did not fit within the classification system and were therefore not 


copyrightable in Monogram Models, Inc. v. Industro Motive Corp., 
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uO F.od 1081 (6th Cir. 1974). Protection had been secured in two kits - 
One registered in Class A, and the other in Class G, 

Foreign Car Parts, Inc. of New England v. Auto World, Inc., 366 
F. Supp. 977 (.D. Pas 1973) indicated that the classification may be 
important in cases where there are differing statutory standards appli- 
cable to overlapping classes. In this case, an advertising brochure was 
registrable in either Class A or Class K, Form KK. The remitter chose 
to register the work in Class A and in a subsequent infringement action 
the copyright was declared invalid due to a misplaced book notice. 

The judiciary remained divided as to whether the copyright 
proprietor of a musical composition can enjoin tape piracy in which the 
tape pirate has filed a notice of intention to use and tendered royalties 
pursuant to the compulsory licensing provisions. In Jondora Music 
Publishing Co. v. Melody Recording, Inc., 362 F. Supp. 494 (D.N.Y. 1973) 
the court concluded that compliance with the compulsory licensing pro- 
visions was a defense against infringement action by copyright owners 
of a musical composition. Cited as one of the primary authorities for 
this position was Goldstein v. California, 12 U.S. 546 (1973). The 
Tenth Circuit came to the opposite conclusion in Marks Music Corp. v. 


Colorado Ma etics Inc., 181 U.S.P.Q, 129 (10th Cir. 1974) and cited 


Duchess Music Corp. v- Rosner, 458 F, 2d 1305 (9th Cir, 1972), cert. denied, 


175 U.S.P.Q. 385 (Sup. Ct, 1972), 
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Renewals and Ownership. 

The publisher was deemed to own the renewal rights in Superman” 
in Siegel v. National Periodical Publications, Inc., 436) F.Supp. 1032 
(S.D.N.Y. 1973). The court based its conclusion on two points: (1) an 
employment contract made the publisher the "author"; and (2) a previous 
action had established the publisher as the sole owner of "Superman." 

In Klauber Bros., Inc. v. Westchester Lace Works, Inc., 181 U.S.P.Q. 
525 (S.D.N.Y. 1974) the licensee of a lace design designated himself as 
the copyright owner in the notice. In a subsequent infringement action, 
the court refused to issue a preliminary injunction on the ground that 
a licensee lacks standing unless the license was exclusive and the owner 
of the copyright was joined as plaintiff. Moreover, the court added if 
the license arrangement constituted an assignment then the copyright was 
abandoned since the licensee substituted his name in the notice before 
recording the assignment with the Copyright Office. 

In Krahmer v. Luing, 317 A.2d 96 (N.J. Super. Ct. 1974) archi- 
tectural plans commissioned under a contract stipulating that they were 
the property of the architect were held to be jointly owned as tenants 
in common by the architect and the person who commissioned the work. 

In Hughes Tool Co. v. Fawcett Publications, Inc., 315 A.2d 577 
(Del. Sup. Ct. 1974) a close associate of Howard Hughes wrote a book on 
the life of Mr. Hughes. The author had been in the lucrative employment 
of Mr. Hughes for many years and had ended his relationship with a 


contract stipulating that he would not divulge any information concerning 
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Mr. Hughes or his companies, Upon learning of the imminent publication, 
Hughes sought to compel transfer of the copyright in a court of equity. 
The trial court dismissed on the ground that there was an adequate 
remedy at law. The Supreme Court of Delaware reversed on the ground 
that only an action in equity could force the transfer of an incorporeal 


right such as copyright. 
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STATISTICS 


Total registrations climbed to an all-time high of 372,832. 
This represents a phenomenal increase of almost 5«1/2 percent over 
fiscal 1973. The largest single increase occurred in Class N, where 
sound recordings increased by 2,644 (39.36%). Of the traditionally 
large registration classes, by far the greatest increase was in music 
9,215 (9.67%). The increase in books 1,161 (1.11%) was only slightly 
less than the increase in fiscal 1973. Periodicals showed a gain of 
23795 (5.154), A decrease in registrations was shown in only four classes, 
all of which are in the Arts-Section. The two largest percentage decreases 
occurred in Scientific Drawings (27.38%) and Maps (19.07%); Lectures 
declined by 83 (4.82%) and Works of Art decreased by 96 (1.11%). ‘There 
were increases in the remaining Arts Section classes: Contributions to 
Periodicals, Dramas, Reproductions of Works of Art, Photographs, Prints, 
Commercial Prints and Labels, and Motion Pictures, Total "art" registrations 
increased by 601, and design registrations reversed the downward trend 
of the last four years by increasing almost 9%. They now represent approx- 
imately 40 percent of the "art" registrations. Renewal registrations showed 
a significant increase of 2,393 (10.37%). Foreign and ad interim registra- 
tions increased modestly (4.07%), 

The total incoming material (applications, documents, and other 
items to be recorded )exceeded 400,000 for the first time, We processed 
405,631 items, an increase of 8,628, Notices of Intention to Use decreased 


significantly, 44.67 percent, with 9,755 being recorded, Notices of Use 
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decreased slightly (1.97%). Assignments increased by 16.62 percent. 

Nearly 59,300 items required correspondence. ‘The rejection 
rate slightly exceeded 2-1/2 percent and over 12 percent of the claims 
were entered after correspondence. Both the rejection rate and the 
percentage of claims entered after correspondence were higher in comparison 
with fiscal 1973. The Division prepared 62,960 original and form letters, 
an increase of over 2,600 compared with the previous year. We prepared 
approximately 34,000 typed letters, representing over 53 percent of the 
total correspondence, 

We are proud of the Examining Division staff. They have handled 
this significant increase in workload in fine fashion, maintaining currency, 
while at the same time improving the quality of the work. All of this 
was done with no budgetary staff increases. The staff deserves a
